Dr. George F. Kuy of the Uni­ 
versity of Iowa and Dr. Morris M. 
Leighton of the Illinois State Geo­ 
logical Survey re-excavated 
the 
site this fall to determ ine w heth­ 
er the remains were as ancient as 
claimed. 
They told the 
fiftieth 
annual 
meeting to the Geological Society 
of America that 
they 
hud 
no 
doubts fo the antiquity 
of 
the 
“Minnesota man." 
“It appears 
to 
us 
that 
the 
skeleton is as old as the silts in 
which it was imbedded,” Kay and

Assistance checks granted to the 
needy aged of Missouri under the 
State Social Security Law do not ( 
constitute life-long pensions once j 
they arc granted, but are subject 
to be changed or withdrawn en­ 
tirely, as the need of the 
person 
changes, according to a statement 
issued by Miss Elizabeth Moore, 
County Secretary-Director of the 
State Social Security Commission 
in Scott County, who has just re­ 
ceived

bulletin,

this point, from George I. 
Ha­ 
worth, State Administrator. 
“Assistance grants in the 
first 
place are made on a basis of ab­ 
solute need—that is, when the ap­ 
plicant has no other 
means 
of 
supplying himself with the neces­ 
sities of life”, said Mr. Haworth. 
“A person who meets 
the 
legal 
qualifications, and whose resources 
are not enough to 
feed, 
clothe, 
and shelter him decently and in 
health, is 
granted

“However, each case will be re­ 
viewed from time to time, and the 
amount of assistance will be
